VENEZUELA 

On  May  11,  1871,  the  Republic  of  the  United  States  of  Venezuela  adopted 
the  principles  of  the  Latin  Monetary  Convention  and  established  the  decimal 
system  for  its  coinage.  The  first  unit  was  the  Venezolano  or  Dollar  which  later 
was  changed  to  the  Five  Bolivares  piece.  There  were  also  the  gold  units  and 
multiples,  as  well  as  the  silver  units  and  fractions. 

Following  are  all  of  these  pattern  issues  except  the  smallest  silver  half  real 
or  1/20  Venezolano  of  1873  and  the  plain  edge  silver  Venezolano  of  1874. 

These  extreme  rarities  are  almost  impossible  to  locate,  unless  one  is  lucky 
and  just  happens  to  find  a single  piece  by  chance.  The  estimates  given  are  ar- 
bitrary and  reflect  an  indication  of  the  popularity  of  the  size  or  denomination. 

They  may  well  be  of  equal  rarity. 
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For  your  information  (after  studying  Fonrobert.  Friedberg,  Guttag,  Sra.  de 
Pardo,  Sivoli,  Stohr.  Wayte  Raymond,  Williams  and  Yeoman)  we  can  find  no 
references  to  quantities  struck  for  these  pattern  issues.  Each  indicates  extreme 
rarity.  PROBABLY  ONLY  A FEW  OFFICIAL  ISSUES  WERE  STRUCK.  From 
these  adopted  patterns  of  1873,  74  and  75.  only  the  following  regular  issues  were 
minted:
